berg, Geiman ambassador

United States, upon whom the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania today conferred 
the degree of doctor of laws, was the 
principal speaker at the regular month- 
ly meeting tonight of the American 
A cademy of Political and Social science. 
The subject of his address was "The 
~ 
s as Colonizers" 
Von Sternberg Speech. 


Baron Xon Sternberg referred at 


length to the part taken by German 
immigrants "In elevating the United 
States to its present greatness." He 
then spoke of Germany's possessions 
in the Pacific, referring especially to 
the SamoEUi Islands and comparing 
their unhappy condition to the present 
piosperity resulting from, the govern- 
ment by United States, Germany and 
Great Britain. 


Sternberg spoke briefly, of Germany's 


colonies in Africa and then took up 
her Chinese possessions. 
He reviewed 


their history at length and spoke of 
ports controlled by Great Britain and 
France, referring to- the Philippines, 
he said 
"The Spanish war brought 


to the United States the Philippine Isl- 
ands with excellent harbors, most valu- 
able both for strategic and commercial 
purposes. 
Already the great value 


ot these Islands in China's eastern 
tlank will be enormously enhanced af- 
ter the opening of the Panama canal. 
They will be the great eastern tiade 
emporiums of the United States from 
f here will radiate her commerce, feed- 
ing a Chinese coast line of about 2,000 
miles, most of them In the Infancy of 
their development. 
The strategical 


rosition of Subig Bay and other har- 
bors Is apparent even io the layman."

On the fifth floor there are large 


holes In the ceiling and the conditions 
are almost as bad on the fourth floor. 


Roof Cone. 
The framework under the roof and 


above the celling of the fifth floor is 
completely gutted. The tin roof over 
the main part of the building Is simply 
suspended on account of being fasten- 
ed at the wall. 
The heat on the roof was Intense. 


Th(* fact is shown by the manner in 
which large pipes on the roof are melt- 
ed out of shape. 
There is practically nothing of the 


roof excepting the outside tin covering 
and an entire new roof must be built. 
The Interior of the building altogeth- 


er presents a scene of absolute confus- 
ion and destruction. Furniture which 
was not more or less damaged was re- 
moved and in the dining room and 
other parts of the 
house furniture, 
linens, stiver and 
other 
furnishings 


were piled up ready to be Removed. 


DAMAGE BY THE FIRE 


Is Hard to. Estimate but Will be $10,000 


or $12,000 It is Thought. 
It is hard to estimate the damage to 
the building. It will be necessary for 
the adjusters to look over the building 
before the exact amount can be as- 
certained but the insurance men' who 
went through the hotel Saturday said 
that It would be a loss on 25 per cent 
of the Insurance or from $10,000 to 
$12,000/ 
Much of the furniture which now 


appeared to be ruined may be repaired 
perhaps, but the necessary work to put 
the building in shape may be more 
than appears now. 
Charles Ltuix, the landlord and own- 
er of the hotel was protected with a 
rent Insurance. He holds an Insurance 
which gives him reflt at the rate of 
$8400 it year or ?700 a month for all 
the- 
time that the building is not in 


use on account of the fire. 
This in- 
surance protects him 
against 
loss 


which would otherwise be occasioned 
by not being able to keep the hotel 
open. All loss is covered by insurance. 


PRACTICALLY CLOSED. 


The Office 
However Will 
be Open 


During the Institute This Week. 


The hotel is practically closed. Some 


of the guests came back after the fire 
and asked to be allowed to sleep"in any 
room even If the place was torn up 
but no meals can be served. 
It was an unfortunate time" for n 
hotel fire both for the proprietor and 
for the city. The State-Farmers' in- 
stitute is to be held in Decatur this 
week and the St. Nicholas was expect- 
ed to entertain many of the visitors. 
It was said Saturday evening that a 
very few rooms might' be used .and 
consent was given by Mr. 'Laux and 
also by H, L. Oldham who is looking 
after the insurance .Interests to use tho 
hotel office as a bureau of Information. 
The work of repairing will begin as 


soon as possible after the 
adjusters 


have settled the Insurance claims. It Is 
impossible to say how long it will take 
to repair the hotel. Perhaps part of 
the place can be opened soon.

WELL KNOWN HOTEL. 


The St. Nicholas Hotel Has Been Free 


of Troubles. 
The fire of Saturday at the St. Nich- 


olas hotel was the first bad catastro- 
phe, that ever .took place in the house. 
Of all the years that Charles Laux 
has been proprietor of the place he has 
sheltered but a few deaths, only two 
suicides and no very 
bad accidents.. 
The house has^always. been conducted 
with much care' and only twice before 
was there ever a fire In the place. A 
few days after the Pqwers building 
fire there was a little blaze at the 
back part of the hotel and on one othi; 
er occasion there was an alarm. This 
was the first time that Mr. Laux was 
ever troubled with fire and the guests 
were handled in such a way that no 
one was Injured and not one piece of 
baggage or clothing was lost. 
The only complaint 
made 
about 
losses was by 
a bell 
boy who was 
searching the building for his 
hat 


which he suid was lost in the rush. 


Mr. Laux and his brother bought 


the old Harrell house in . 1870. The 
name was changed, to the St. Nicholas 
hotel and the hotel was conducted in 
the old building which stood on the 
present site: In IS'80 Mr. Laux's broth- 
er went west and left him the sole 
owner and In 1892 the present struc- 
ture was built. The St. Nicholas was 
a. first class hotel handsomely furnish- 
ed. It has been a somewhat -historic 
place In this part of the state.- . 


INCIDENTS OF THE FIRE. 


One Man Ran Up and Down the Fire 


Escape—Left $100 in His Room. 


One man who had, a room at the ex- 
treme south end of the building • did 
not waste any time in getting 
out 


when he heard the alarm of fire. At- 
tired in practically nothing at all he 
got out on the fire escape and went 
down from his fourth floor room. When 
he reached the second floor he discov- 
ered that the escape did not go to the 
ground, it being supposed that a lad- 
der is to be put up from the ground 
to the .second floor. 


The man decided that he could not 
go any farther so he went on up the 
fire escape again to his room and 
dressed. 


Left $100. ' 


One man hurriedly dressed and grab- 
bed some of his clothing and on reach- 
Ing the office remembered that he had 
left $100 and a gold watch in his room. 
He sent a bell boy back and the money 
and watfih was found under the pillow 
ojf the bed. 


Thought It a/Fake. 
A bell boy had a hard time getting 
Jim Laux to realize that there really 
was a fire. Jim is string on'sleeping 
hard when It Is time to get up in the 
morning and the boys have been in the 
habit of thrdwing water In his face 
and yelling fire in his ear when they 
want to wake him. On this occasion 
Jim scorned the cry of. fire arid told 
the boy to let him sleep an hour later 
but finally he tfas made to ^realize that 
it was the real thing and was in a 
few seconds operating a hose. 


Singed His Hair. 
Ralph Taggart, the day clerk, was 
just about to arise when the alarm 
came. He dressed and started to wake 
the guests. On the fourth floor oppo- 
site the elevator he pounded on a door 
and had his. hair singed doing it only 
to find that the occupant had fled a 
few minutes sooner. 


Out of a Tub. 


One man who was taking a bath 
when the fire started is willing to tes- 
tify that the firemen are quick work- 
ers. He was In the tub when the alarm 
was turned in and before he could get 
out he said the firemen had arrived. 


CHIEF DEVORE TELLS OF IT 


Says Firemen Never Suffered More 
Froni Smoke Than They Did 


At This Fire. 


PRESSURE 
WAS 
AS 
DESIRED. 


On the streets many times yesterday 
the statement was made, "If there had 
been water pressure the firemen could 
have put -out the fire to short order." 
. Whea Chief Devore was asked if 
there was .any lack of pressure he 
smiled and said: 
"There -wag neVer 
a moment when we did not have all 
of the pressure that we could use. 
The "truth is we could have haft twice 
as much If we had needed It. 
The 


fact Is that we were in a place and 
fought the fire under conditions which 
would not permit ,UB to have heavy 
pressure.

Nicholas and see where we fought the 
fir&"

' 
On the fifth floor of the hotel build- 


ing Chief Devore pointed out the &\s- 
advantages under, which the depart- 
ment labored and said: 
.- 
" ' • ' 


"Thft fir* escapes are what laved the 


building. 
We had only -two leads of 
hose in here, but that was 
enough 
after we got them in; 
If it'had not, 


been for the fire escapes we-could not 
have got them to this floor. 
Think 


of all of the twists in that stairway. 
We would never have been able^to get 
the hose around ail of, those turns or 
to have done anything with it after 
we. had It up here and got it full of, 
water.' It Is not an easy matter to 
climb the fire escape with a lead of 
hose, but that was wjiat we .did and 
by that means were able < to get ac- 
tion ct\ the fire much quicker than 
we could have done any- other way. 
"This place was one of the worst 


I ever got into and we have had some 
smoke to deal with at other places. 
I 


never saw the boys suffer as 
they 
flid in here. The smoke was so dense 
in this hallway that absolutely you 
could see nothing' and < when we got 
into the'attic it was even worse. Two 
ol the men stayed iu the attic with 
the pipe as Ibng as they could stand 
it and then they would be relieved. 
After they had a few breaths-of fresh 
air they would go back.:again. Sev- 
eial times they were made sick and 
the vomiting that is caused by the 
smoke is something 'violent and the 
man who has had no experience fails 
to appreciate it. 
"Then up there in the attic we en- 


countered a live wire. 
Two of the 


fellows ran into it with the pipe which 
vras knocked out of their hands., 1 
asked them what In the smok'i thej 
meant and grabbed the pipe, but let 
go of it at once. 
Then we got hold of 
tlie hose and dragged it back out of 
the way of the wire and thus secured 
contro.l of the pipe again. • The charge 
we got was not strong enough to do 
a man any real harm perhaps, but 
made his arms useless fpr a'few sec- 
onds. 
"When we got to, tlie 'fifth floor I 
saw at once that the attic was ablaze, 
that the fire had a big start 
and 


that we must get into the attic. We 
cut holes in the ceiling and poked the 
pipe through and after a few seconds 
foljowed the pipe in under the roof. 
We did that in two places—at the 
northeast corner' of the building just 
under the flagstaff and south of that 
about sixty feet. Less than half the 
amount of water that we, used would 
have piTt out a, fire of that .size but 
we could not get the water on the 
blaze. 
Between the ceiling'rafters and 


the roof, the space is not large/and 
it is crossed and recrossed by so many 
braces that they broke up the stream 
before it could reach the fire. 
"I know that we were criticized 


toflay as. usual, but at a fire we can't 
stop to hear all of the advice that 'is 
offered us. From the sidewalk 
we 


were advised seyeral times to go on 
the roof and fight the fire from that 
point. 
I know this much about the 


fire: 
If we had cut a hole through 


the roof and had1 given that fire a good 
draft as the hole wouldvhave done, it 
would have gotten away, from ' us- in 
spite of all,that we could,do.'., 
"We prepared for a spread of 
the 


flames. 
The men in the street were 


instructed to lay all of the leads that 
th« hose wouid allow. 
.Two streams 


ware about all that we could use in 
that attic and I had the other hose put 
out so that in case it -was apparent; 
that the two leads were not sufficient 
we would be ready to work with oth- 
ers. 
After those leads.-had .been put 


cut some of the fellows understood 
that we wanted a stream turned to- 
wards the roof, but I told them to 
shut It off because it was not needed. 
You seeVith all of tK'6/.ferrifio force 
tfiat the big steamer can-put behind a 
stream, of water it would have been 
impossible for us to crawl about' 
in 
that hole and drag the hose. 
The 


engineer Was instructed to give us 
light pressure and he did—about 145 
pounds. 
That was all that we had 
use for. 
The limit of that engine is 


300 pounds water pressure. , 
"So far as I can judge the 
fire 


started in the electric light wires on 
the fourth floor. These wires are in 
a wooden box alongside of the ele- 
vator shaft. That box is open up to 
the attic and the flames went 
up 


there in a hurry. The fire had a big 
start when we got there and 
the 


flames were rolling over and over in 
the attic, but the fact' that we were 
able to~get close to it was what made 
it possible to stop It." ;

November, 1860, he 
visited Charleston with ^fie purpose of 
bidding farewell to the mother, who. 
though .not his real mother, yet had 
been such to him since he was about 
10 years of age. The love he bore for 
her was that of an aflectlonate son, 
while her love for him was fully equal 
to that for her own children. 


Gus Chapman, father of Col. Bob, 


the 
present 
genial postmaster 
of 


Charleston, went with Mr. Lincoln In 
a closed carriage to Farmington, ten 
miles south, where the mother was 
then making her horrie, and brought 
her up to Mr. Chapman's. 
I had 
known Mr. Lincoln from my boyhood 
and was familiar with his moods arid 
manner. 
His' face, which though al- 
ways sad-looking when at rest, seemed 
much more so now, as 
though the bur- 
den of the fearful responsibility which 
had suddenly fallen upon aim was 
weighing him down. 
I asked him if 


the. road to Farmington looked natur- 
al; he said: "Even the stumpa and 
rocks on the hills of .Klckapoo and 
Indian creeks were perfectly natural.1 
His visit, though unexpected, gave rise 
to a v strong desire on the part of 
a 
host of friends to see him, so that he 
gave a reception in the city hall that 
evening. 
He walked from the house 


to the hall under the waving folds of a 
fine silk flag which I. as captain of the 
Coles County Wideawakes, had taken 
as a premium for having the largest 
body of any county attending a great 
political meeting in tHis city. 
For more than an hour a stream 


o£ friends passed*by. at least one- 
fourth of whom he called by name. 
At 10 o'clock that night he bade fare- 


well to his mother In. the little brick 
where Mr. Chapman lived. This scene 
no one then present will ever forget— 
the ag.ed mother reaching up, placing 
her hands upon his shoulders with 
streaming eyes and tremulous voice, 
said: "Abram, I feel like when you go 
I will never see you agh,ln." He, point- 
ing tfpward, seemed only able to say, 
or said the very thing he did 
want 
to say, "Why, Mother?"

in that attitude a moment his hand 
dropped and he departed for tho"train 
to Springfield.—Leroy Wiley in the 
Paris Beacon.

Earnest and his wife. 
She left their 
apartments and it was* supposed she 
went to bed, but she went out instead. 
About 11 p. m. two neighbors who 
knew her found the woman lying 'be- 
side the walk on South Broadway. She 
was taken home and Earnest and his 
wife sat up with her until 3 a. m. 
when she appeared to be resting quietly 
and they left her and found her dead 
In' the morning when Mrs. Earnest 
wenjt into the room'to wake her.

In an attempt 
to out Port Arthur from her source of supplies, Dalny would be the natural ob- 
jective point of Japanese operations, since with that as a base Port Arthur could 
be invested from land. 


Korea and Manohuria aro the bones of contention, and on the soil and about 


the harbors of these two countries the conflict must bo waged. The mountain- 
ous character of Korea is indicated by the map. The entire country is rough

fertility, delivered In the LaSalle coun- 
ty Farmers' Institute, on Jan. 5, By 
Prof. B. F Staymates, of Clinton, ill.>< 
There is no need of the mucn and 


falsely understood rest for soils. ,ln 
nature rest Is unknown. Work and 
easeless work ts the motto of the phy- 
ical universe. The_,movements of the 
planets and, the other functions- pi na- 
ture know no such thing as pause. Ro- 
tation of crops, which to a great ex- 
tent-varies the range of chemical al- 
finities In the diminutive mineral, sup- 
plies to plant life and produces differ- 
ent airings to the soil, is -far better 
than a crop of weeds to fatten on the 
ammonia and tighten the superflces 
of the earth against the ingress of na- 
ture's moat powerful fertilizing agents 
—light, heat and moisture. 


The ridiculous theory that the crops 
rob the earth of injurious quantities 
of mineral plant sustenance, would, if 
there was. a scintilla of truth in it, 
long since have left the earth a barren 
and sterile mass without any soils. 


According to the beat geologists, over 


80,000 years have passed since the 
great glacial or soil producing epoch. 
All this time water has dreached, fil- 
tered and percolated the earth .and 
swept away through the rivers to the 
sea and yet -we'have an earth full and 
replete with them and sufficiently full 
according to , the Federal Bureau of 
soils at Washington to supply all the 
mineral needs of plant growth. 


With all the collossal system of 
leeching and'washing out which had 
gone on for uncounted centuries. Dr. 
Draper estimating it at least 240,000 
years, we have yet, for instance, in 
the case of lime as a maximum about 
15 parts to-'eVery 100,000 of. water, and 
such has been the proportion as'far as 
mind can penetrate .antiquity. It Is a 
great wonder the minds, of the chemical 
fad fertilizer firms, so fertile in imag- 
ination ire picturing the dire destruc- 
tion and absorption of potash (and

compounds fabricated by the hands of 
nature for the crop world. If one 
should say the silbsoll, when thrown 
Up is riot as rich as the glack earth, 
lie should await the result of the de- 
posit of humus in it and also the same 
action of sunlight that has helped to 
develop the upper soil and like results 
\yill always follow. Water, which has 
the divine capacity of carrying in its 
bosom 700 times its volume of the 
great world feeder, ammonia or solu- 
ble nifrogen, is the greatest desidera- 
tum to securer-aided by freezing and 
plowing or stirring the ground as it 
goes on its succoring mission to the 
roots of the plants which roust use as 
much as 300 Ibs. or It for every pound 
of dry matter pr6duced. 
As to water;'such a. needful-agent 


and food for plants, no fertilizer firms 
need go to any trouble to furnish It, 
as fully three-fourths of our world is 
under it, and as to nitrogen they need 
not worry, as the amount of that ele- 
ment if condensed would envelop the 
world with an ocean of it four miles 
in depth, and as to carbonic acid, the 
other great plant food, If It were ar- 
ranged accordingly to Its specific grav- 
ity, would envelop the world's sur- 
face in an ocean of itself ne.arly four- 
teen feet in thickness, and the free 
oxygen would form another ocean one 
mile in thickness. The Almighty has 
constituted thus, these, the real -plant 
foods, and has exacted from the earth- 
ly substance beneath our feet as the 
facts show the- most diminutive and 
Insignificant 
actual 
contributions to 


plant life, yet while exacting them 
evidently as in the 
human body to 


strengthen -or 
stiffen 
the physical 


structure He has provided them In 
a stiperflous or absolutely exhausttess 
abundance, and in nearly all of our 
Illinois soils and in available propor- 
tions. He has stored them In fullness 
and even to the incredible depths be- 
neath the glacial plough, which in the 
dim eras tore the earth as the storm 
moves the sea, and yet be they ever 
so deep He has endowed His divine 
agent water, with an omnipotent pow- 
er or solvency to penetrate their re- 
cesses, grasp and utilize them if it were 


possible to conceive of their scarcity. 
As the waters of the sea carries salt 
In its bosom at all points, so the 
earth's soil moisture, carries In Its nil 
penetrating bofom the solvents of the 
earth and a diminutive fraction of this 
Incalculable load of solvents only c in 
be taken up by the roots of plants aa 
science proves. 


As to bone dust, if it were bone dust 


in the first place, outside its nitrogen 
there Is in it nothing, that the soil 
does not already and abundantly con- 
tain; In the second place its plentiful 
supply of nitrogen, if ever -needed to 
temporarily stimulate 
an 
unrotated 
toll, could be multiplied a hundred 
times by either a crop of clover or 
peas, at an infinitely less cost than the 
fabulous dust sold- at more fabulous 
profits. In the third place, if a farmer 
would stop to think, the bones of his 
salable fat stuck 
for one year, if 


ground up would not make a white ef- 
fect on the surface of his garden or 
truck patch, let alone his 100 or 200 
acres of land. And yet, these are his 
share. Some of the scientific apolo- 
gists admit that-a filler is often used 
in the immense quantities shipped over 
this country. The 
imagination will 


doubtless have a good field of play in 
estimating the bulk of this filler when 
counting up the real amount of bones 
that could on the most liberal supposi- 
tion be actually furnished. It is high 
time our fanners should get their 
eyes open. 
' 


I lived 28 yoars on a farm in the 


splendid little county of Dewltt and 
know what superb farmers we have, 
tt is no exaggeration to say that last 
year over 600 farme' In that county, 
which, have been 60 years in cultiva- 
tion, yielded better crops, especially of 
corn, than ever In'their history- Liv- 
ing witnesses can attest such by af- 
fidavit, and yet there quack prepara- 
tions have never been tolerated and 
it is unlikely that they ever will be. If 
this blatant assumption that a few 
good crops rob the earth of its illim- 
itable ocean of plant life sustaining 
minerals, had a spark of truth in 
it, these facts tould not be. . 


I have interviewed hundreds of peas- 


ants Im the little Alpine volleys of 
Switzerland and the Tyrol, whose rich 
little acres were too small to tempt 
rapacity, and in'no Instance was there 
any chemicals put on the earth save 
nature's kind in the shape of barn 
manure, trash and green plowing, and 
these truthful folk say the soils gave 
them even belter returns under Im- 
proved methods- 
of culture thun In 


their childhood, and yet these valleys 
have been according to history and 
tradition under cultivation for 6000 
years, and now 6000 years Is only the 
daylight hours of unwritten history. 


It is high time that our farmers 


should Investigate for themselves, and 
cease to be as helpless birds In a ne»t 
who take wh.-itever Is put In their 
mouth. We have not time to discuss 
the legumes, which are the farmers 
true chemical 
labratory 
to extract 


nitrogen from the air for badly abused 
soils; nor to treat the proper rotation 
of-crops, which Is nature's competent 
safeguard against the so called soil 
exhaustion.

The Mattoon oM and. gas proposition 
has progressed to one stage and is 


The 
The session ot'mmittee of citizens

succeeded in getting the five thousand 
dollars of capital stock subscribed in 
a. very short time, more than fifty men 
agreeing to take ten shares at *10 a 
share each «i the enterprise. 


The Mattoon Journal says, the com- 
pany will be ready to receive the pro- 
position of the Oil Finding and Devel- 
oping company, and Mr, McDonald, the 
secretary, will be,sent for. The com- 
pany, for one thousand dollars, agrees 
to locate ten pil Tyells, and if 
they 


turn out to be dry ones when bored 
they will pay back the thousand dol- 
lars which they charged for locating 
the wells and will pay the expense of 
boring the wells. This practically re- 
leases the Mattoon people subscribing 
from any financial loss in the enter- 
prise, whatever. 


The next step will be to complete 
the contract with McDonald and this 
will be followed by getting oil leases 
upon five thousand acres of land near 
the city upon which to prosecute oil 
and gas explorations If Mattoon proves 
to be a field. SJo one should hesitate 
tr sign the leases for a term of years 
as the finding of oil here would give 
the land owners a great,deal of wealth 
In royalties. It Is understood that the 
landowner In the oil district of Indiana 
gets from 8 to 10 per cent of the pro- 
duct tfnd this puts him In affluent cir- 
cumstances. 


If after drilling the 
first well It 
should prove- to be a dry hole Mo- 
Donald and his company agree to pay 
back to the Mattoon company the one 
thousand dollars and the expense of 
boring the well.

Inquest H*ld 
on Remain* of 
Mr*.

"You 
wouldn't think It to look at 
them," said an American student of 
Toklo, as he showed a tourist friend 
a battalion of the mikado's troops at 
drill, "but those little fellows are as 
good soldiers as 
any 
army in the 
world. 


"STou see that officer?" pointing to a 
company commander barely five feet 
tall. "He comes of samurai blood. His 
ancestors have been warriors for 2,000 
years, and he^could no more help fight- 
ing than a well-bred terrier could. And 
his comrades are like him." 


It has often been Bald that the Jap- 
anese are at once intensely modern and 
profoundly mediaeval. This is espe- 
cially true of the Japanese officer who 
has been trained In Germany, 
land, France, or the United States. 


He Is full of Western learning and 
Western notions, he knows as much 
about his profession as a German staff 
officer and-he-would not seem out of 
place in the-highest social circles of a 
European capital. 


But he never Imbibes the cosmopol 


itan spirit,* or any of the fashionable 
cynicisms of the Occident. 
He does 
not forget that he corffes of samura 
blood, and he goes back to Japan with 
his head still erarnmed full of the olc 
faith taught him tn his boyhood by hli 
samurai tutor. 
He despises trade and believes tha 


money-making Is fit only for the low- 
born and base-minded. He thinks i 
unmanly to peek for the favor of wom- 
en by wearing fine clothes or display- 
ing his skill and accomplishments.. 


He deems luxury vain and f&ollsh 
and lives a simple, hardly, athletic life 
Finally he believes with his whole sou 
that honor and arms are Inseparably 
connected, and consequently- he wor- 


famlly. 
;' 


An officer of one of the regiments of' 
the Imperial- guard, stationed at Tok- 
io, made up his mind some time ago 
to ride through Manchuria and spy out 
what the Russians were doing. 


He obtained leave, but had not suffi- 
cient money for the enterprise. As it 
wa« not an official mission, he could 
not draw upon the public funds. He 
mentioned his quandary to a brother- 
officer. 


That officer Immediately went to his 


room and drew a check for every yen 
he possessed In the world beyond his 
pay. EVera that was not enough, for 
he was a poor man. 


He told his comrades, and they in- 
stantly subscribed all the money they 
had available. 
By nightfall the ad- 
venturous officer had started for Man- 
churia and there was hardly a yen 
left in the regiment. 


The feeling between officers and men 


Is excellent, 'nnd there is never any 
trouble about maintaining d.sclpllne, 
which Is rather lax when Judged by the 
standard of Kuropean martinets. The 
rank and file are heartily loyal to the 
service and the emperor, and on tne 
whole they decidedly 
prefer milltaiy 
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•ships his single sword as fervently as 
hlg samurai ancestors worshiped their 
brace of weapons. 
In the enlisted ranks of the Japanese 
army and navy there Is also a fair 
sprinkling of this samurai class. Even 
today nearly all Japanese of that an- 
cestry are either fighting men or fol- 
low some profession or^intellectual vo- 
cation. 


The old prejudice against trade sur- 
vives as keenly as ever. But the rank 
and file of the mikado's forces is prln- 
clpaly made up of the coolie class, 
brought in by the wide dragnet of a 
conscription law, 
which 
renders all 
male Japanese between the ages of 17 
and 40 liable for mtfltajy service. 
For over 2,000 years the samurai 
alone were allowed to bear arms In 
Japan. They were skilled in 'the arts 
of war, and to them only were Impart- 
ed the polite breeding and superior 
training of the gentleman. 
It Is astonishing, therefore, that the 


coolie Japanese, whose ancestors were 
never permitted to fight, should have 
proved themselves Just as good sol- 
diers as those descendants of the sam- 
urai with wjiom they fought shoulder 
to shoulder to Korea, in Manchuria, 
and on the road to Peking. But such Is 
the fact. Many of the bravest deeds in 
:he history of modern Japan were per- 
formed by, soldiers and sailors belong- 
ng to the coolie class. 


There are usually from 1,300 to 1,500 


students In training to be officers of 
the Japanese army. 
Expense is not 
considered In teaching them. 


Besides the staff college and the mil- 
tary academy, 
there are a cadet 
school, a model school, an artillery and 
engineering school, A, cavalry school a 
gunnery school for field artillery, an 
entirely distinct gunnery school for 
garrison artillery and various other in- 
stitutions. 


Formerly a large proportion of Jap- 
anese officer* were sent abroad, prin- 
cipally to -Germany, to receive their 
raining. 
These men built up the 
present Organization l of the Japanese 
army and- 
established 
the various 
schools and colleges referred to. 
It is no longer necessary for any sol- 


dier of the mikado to leave hi* island 
lome in order to learn hi* trade. The 
'apanese officers sent to foreign coun- 
rles nowadays are expert*, *nd their 
ulsslon is to discover whetherah* mil- 
tary authorities of that country pos- 
ess any Ideas In organization, equip- 
ment, training of discipline which are 
better than those of Japan. 


The milltaBy attache of the Japanese 
mbassy In Washington frankly Mated 
he other day that there were only two 
r three small things-in the United 
States army worth copying by Japan.
